STORES 10 MERGE 
IN NEW BUILDING 


President Shoenberg Gives: First 
- Details of Plans of: Big 
Consolidation. 


SALE -STARTS- WEDNESDAY 


Razing Work on Barr’s Will 
Be Begun. 





The first detailed account of the plans 
for the 2l-story department store and 
office building to be built on the present 
site of the William Barr store was given 
to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday by Moses 
Shoenberg, president of the William 


BarreDry Goods Co. and vice-president 
of the May Stores Co. 

A sale to be inaugurated Wednesday 
will close Jan. 14 and the work of de- 
molishing the present Barr Building will 
be begun Jan. 15. After this the Barr 
and Famous stores will be consolidated 
and known as the Famous and William 
Barr Co. The stock remaining at the 
Barr store after the sale will be re- 
moved to the Famous store at Sixth 
street and Washington avenue. 


A Transfer to Be Made. 

In the merger, the book accounts, 
stock, and good will of the William 
Barr Dry Goods Co. will be transferred 
to the Famous & William Barr Co. The 
charge accounts of the Barr store will 
be suspended during the closing sale. 
After the merger the charge accounts 
will be transferred to the consolidated 
stores and will be continued as usual. 

On the completion of the new building 
about Jan. 1, 1913, the Famous & William 
Barr Co. will remove to the new struc- 
ture and the first seven floors and base- 
ment will become the permanent home 
of that department store. The Famous 
store on Washington avenue wit then 
be discontinued. 

Employes of the Barr company were 
told of the merger plans last week. 
Heads of departments and many of the 
present employes have been engaged to 
work in the new consolidated store. 
Those clerks who will not be used. will 
leave the company’s employ Jan. 1. 

The present Barr Building will be 
turned over to the wrecking company 
Jan. 15, at the close of the sale. The 
work of tearing down the structure 
will begin immediately. 

The new structure will be known as 
the Railway Exchange Building. The 
five floors from the eighth to the 
twelfth stories will be occupied’ by rzeil- 
road offices. The floors above that will 
be occupied as other offices. 

Col. M. Shoenberg, in giving details 
of the plans, said: 
“We expect to have the most mod- 
ernly equipped department store in this 
country, and one of the best in the 
world from a business standpoint. 
“Moving stairways will be operated 
leading from the basement to the fourth 
floor. Conveyors will carry goods from 
each department in the store to a cen- 
tral point, thence to be sent to its pro- 
per destination. 

To Have Mezzanine Floors. 

“The basement salesroom will 
be 15 feet high, permitting the con- 
struction of mezzanine floor. The first 
floor will be 20% feet high. and a mezza- 
nine floor will occupy the west side. 

“Our ventilation system will be al- 
most perféct. An entirely new supply 
of fresh air will be forced through the 
building each three minutes. 

“There will be no fire in the building, 
and no delivery .wagon will approach 
the structure to deliver or receive mer- 
chandise. 

he power plant will be on St. 
Charles street. We have purchased 60 
feet of ground there between Sixth and 
Seventh and will erect an eight or ten 
story structure. The power plant for 
the new structure will be in the base- 
ment of the St. Charles street building. 
The balance of the building will be 
used us storage rooms and delivery de- 
pariments. 

“A tunnel will be constructed under 
Locust street to the St. Charles street 
building from the new store. 
“Immense electric conveyors will be 
operated through this tunnel to take 
merchandise from the storage rooms to 
the sales counters. These conveyors also 
will take all delivery parcels of goods 
sola from the departments to the deliv- 
ery platforms, and the delivery wagons 
will be loaded from the St. Charles 
street frontage. 

Plenty of Entrances, 
“There will be two entrances to 
the store on each of the Locust and 
Olive stret sides.

lives with the Schwartz family. 

With a good-natured laugh Mrs. 
Schwartz had just “raised’’ Worming- 
ton 5 cents, when suddenly two police- 
men loomed over the table. 

Saw Game Through Window. 

What happened next was related Tues- 
day in the Wyoming Street Police Court 
by Special Officers Nolan and Fitzger- 
ald of the Carondelet Police Station, 
who made the raid 

Nolan said they looked through a win- 
dow and saw Mrs. Schwartz and her 
husband make bets.’ They entered the 
kitchen by way of the hardware store 
and placed all those in the room under 
arrest, with the exception of Rosa 
Schwartz, 17 years old, who was not 
playing. The policemen said they found 
$3.95 on the table, and they produced 
the money and the cards in court. 

Nolan said Schwartz attacked him with 
a chair, while Mrs. Schwartz and Leo 
Schwartz struck both policemen with 
their fists. 

Boy’s Reque 


at the request of Ernest Wormingt@, 
14 years old, son of Arthur Wormington, 
who told them that the Schwartz family 
poker game had been taking all his 
father’s money. The boy went with the 
policemen to the house, where Mrs. 
Schwartz upbraided him for instigating 
the raid. 

Gambling charges were piaced against 
all in the party and Mrs. Schwartz, her 
husband and son were charged with re- 
sisting arrest. Both charges against 
Mrs. Schwartz were dismissed, as were 
the resistance complaints against the 
two men. Henry Gerber said he was 
not playing and he was ‘discharged.

NEW YORK. Dec. 26.—Of the great 


popular success of Edward Knoblauch’s 
“Arabian Nights’ play, ‘‘Kismet,”’ 
Which had: its first performance before 
a clamorously enthusiastic holiday crowd 
at the Knickerbocker Theater last 
night, there need not be @& moment’s 


doubt. 

Long before its series of weirdly pic- 
turesque episodes had come to an end 
it had asserted itself as a triumph of 
the fantastic, for in the gorgeousness 
with which it was staged and the ex- 
ceptionally fine imaginitive power with 
which it was acted it could become 
nothing more or less than one of the 
graphically fanciful and strangely pic- 
turesque tales of ““‘The One Thousand 
and One Nights’? come to life. 

So different are Mr. Knoblauch’s fan- 
cies from those in any other play of this 
or recent seasons, and so sympathetic- 
ally and vividly have they been visu- 





alized by Harrison Grey Fiske. who 


bound to oceupy in this country the.pe- 
culiar niche which it won for itself in 
London last spring. Even as a4 spec- 
tacle, quite apart from its less pro- 
nounced elements as drama, it need fear 
comparison with none of the other gor- 
geously staged productions with which 
New York is familiar.

OF BEING FREED 


It Is Understood That Objections 
of His Wife and Jerome 
Are Withdrawn. 


TO ASK HABEAS CORPUS 
Dr. May, Medical Superintendent 


of Matteawah to Be Wit- 
ness for Him. 





MATTEAWAN, N. Y., Dec. 26.—From 
a source reliability of which cannot be 
questioned came an announcement to- 
day that Harry K. Thaw, the slayer of 
Stanford White, who has been a patient 
in the State Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane for several years, will be free in 
a few months. The information came 
from one close to the Thaws and to the 
hospital authorities, though permission 
to make public the name of the inform- 
ant was emphatically denied. 

The plan decided upon is to obtain 
another writ of habeas corpus and de- 
mand a trial by jury as to the sanity 
of the patient. 

It was said by the informant that Dr. 
James V. May, medical superintendent 
of Matteawan, would be called to testify 
as to Thaw’s sanity and that Dr. May 
would state that since he has been 
watching Thaw he has not noticed any 
evidences of dangerous insanity. 


Dr. May Says He Will Testify. 
Dr. May was asked some time ago to 


make a statement as to Thaw’s condi- 
tion, and refused: He said he would do 
so if Thaw ever demanded another hear- 
ing, but as a State official he did not 
think it would be just_for him to do so 
before testifying in court. 

Dr. May now allows Thaw the free use 
of the library, the privilege of the mu- 
sic room, where for hours he plays the 
piano. He is also allowéd other priv- 
ileges, and an attendant made the state- 
ment some days ago that he sees Dr. 
May in his office and enjoys a cigar 
there. Dr. May did not deny this some 
time ago, nor did he deny that Thaw 
had been given certain privileges. 


Evelyn Thaw Will Marry Again. 
The informant also stated that Evelyn 


Thaw, Harry Thaw’s wife, had stood in 
the way of his release for some time 
by alleging that he had threatened to 
kill her if he was freed. It was stated 
that she is soon to marry again, and 
was now planning a divorce. A well 
known New York physician is said to 
be her intended husband. 

Mrs. Mary C, Thaw and Evelyn Thaw 
have, it is also said, made an arrange- 
ment by which the latter will not stand 
in the way of her husband's release. 
Former District Attorney Jerome stat- 
ed at Thaw’s last hearing that he be- 
lieved that if Thaw remained at Mat- 
teawan for a few years he would be in 


a much more healthy condition, which ]) 


would favor his ultimate release. The 
information is now given out that Mr. 
Jerome will not oppose any move for 
obtaining Thaw’s freedom.

LONDON, Dec. 26.—The proclamation 
of martial law at Teheran following the 
dismissal of W. Morgan Shuster by the 
Persian Cabinet and the fragmentary 
reports received as to a massacre by 
Russian soldiers at Resht are causing 
serious apprehensions.

REMOVES DEATH RISK 


New Method Discovered by Dr. 
Gwathmey, Hospital Expert, 


Makes High Claims. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—An improved 
method of administering ether and chlo- 
roform for surgical operations, a meth- 
od which is said to reduce the death 
risk of anesthesia to nothing and to 
have eliminated in 9 per cent of cases 
the natisea which has racked patien:s 
after operations, is to be described in a 
book soon to be published by Dr. D. T. 
Gwathmey, an anesthetic expert of the 
Skin and Cencer hospital and St. Bar- 
tholomew’s hospital, and Dr. Charles 
Baskerville, professor of chemistry at 
the college of the city of New York. 

The method hag been used in about 
six thousand cases without a single 
death caused by the anesthetic. In its 
first form it was devised by Dr. Gwat':- 
mey several years ago, but it has not 
yet come into general use.

City Health Department Learns

HAS 79 OF THE VICTIMS 





Camera Put Before Immigrant 
Patients Who Are Told of 
Bogus. Diseases. 





Investigation by the City Health De- 
partment into a concern said to have 
been practicing medicine illegally among 
ignorant immigrants has resulted in the 
arrest of seven men. Health Commis- 


Sioner Starkloff said Tuesday he hac. 


reason to believe that the company had 
gained $2000 from its work among these 
poor persons. since Dec. 11. 

Those held are Dr. Samtiel Nevling. 
5515 St. Louis avenue; Albert Le Doulx, 
W. A. Jesinski and Charles Minor, St. 
Nicholas Hotel; John J. Weitzman, 
American Hotel; Marcus Feingold, Ben- 
ton Hotel, and Thomas Kaleff, 1945 
North Market street. 

The arrests followed statements made 
by Walter Kowalski, a former employe 
of the firm, which has its offices in the 
Fullerton Building. The men have been 
released on bond. Starkloff says he 
will prosecute them on a charge of vrac- 
ticing medicine unlawfully and perhapc 
other charges. 


Had Runners In. 


Kowalski’s story purports to reveal 
an amazing system of working upen 
the credulity and imagination of un- 
learned immigrants. He says the or- 
ganization consisted of six or seven 
interpreters and a physician who was 
paid a weekly salary. A commission 
of 5. per cent of the fee paid by any 
patient was allowed those who 
brought the patrons to the place, he 
sald. 

Fees were based upon the money the 
patient had or could obtain, he said. 
Sometimes the interpreters themselves 
acted as doctors, he added, and made a 
diagnosis. 

When a prospective patient came in 
he was rarely allowed to get away 
without having been persuaded he was 
seriously ill. One method Kowalski says 
they used was this: An old camera 
would be pointed at an immigrant, a 
“doctor’’ would squint through it and 
declare he saw a hole in the stomach 
or some similar defect. 


In this way it was found, the in- 
former went on, that one man had 
wholly lost a lung. But he was awak- 
ened from his despair with the as- 
surance a@ néw one could be built up 
—for $70. The ignorant victim was 
glad enough to produce this amount, 
Kowalski assured Dr. Starkloff. 

Has 79 Victims. 

Dr: Starkloff told a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch that he had the 
names of 79 persons who had been 
treated by these people. Inspector 
Lawrence is visiting these patients 
with interpreters and _ collecting 
whatever evidence he can, 

Most of them are Italians, Bohemians, 
Greeks and Roumaritans. Many of them 
cannot speak English, and for this rea- 
son it is necessary to employ interpre- 
ters. 

The men under arrest deny Kowalski’s 
story altogether. They say they are 
doing a legitimate business and that 
Kowalski is trying to get even because 
he was discharged as an incompetent 
interpreter.

PANIC IN CHURCH 


Oregon Pastcr Rescues Daugh- 
ter, the Pilot, While Con-. 


gregation Flees. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Dec. 2%.—Ruth 
Stover, 7 years old, and her father, the 
Rev. J. A. Stover, are in a hospital 
here today suffering from burns. An 
“airship’’ used in Christmas exercises 
at the church of which the Rev. Mr. 
Stover is pastor caught fire from the 
bursting of an electric bulb and Ruth, 
the ‘“‘pilot,’””’ was wrapped in flames.

| ‘CLEAN-UPS’ IN SUCCESSFUL CRIME 


As the Chicago meat monopolists have outlined 
their defense before Judge Carpenter, the main 
points on which they rely for acquittal are that 
they control “less than 70 per cent of the meat 
supply of the country” and that they have worked 
not to fix prices “but to prevent the market from 
being overstocked with perishable fresh meat.” 
They add denials that they have suppressed com- 
petition or that they arrange a schedule of prices 
to be imposed on the trade. 

If their denials are admitted at their apparent 
face value, the control of prices under monopoly 
methods is still easily possible through the con- 
trol of “less than 70 per cent of the meat supply 
of the country.” » Controlling ‘less than 20 per cent 
of the supply of breadstuffs, Chicago combina- 
tions, using the methods of speculative monopoly, 
have often succeeded in increasing the price of 
breadstuffs from 10 to 20 per cent and have held 
the price on the speculative monopoly basis long 
enough to make what they call their “clean-up.” 
A necessary part of the speculative monopoly 
inethod was to prevent the market from being 
“overstocked,” as the beef magnates say was their 
benevolent purpose. 

Whether a schedule of prices is drawn or not, 
speculative monopoly, by controlling much less 
than half the visible supply and keeping it out of 
the market when ‘‘clean-ups” are to be made, can 
make these “clean-ups” almost at will. They are 
each a distinct crime, as each is a distinct act of 
burglary. They “hold up” the market as a high- 
wayman does his victim. The difficulties of mak- 
ing success continuous are about the same as in 
making burglary ‘‘hold-ups” in the highway suc- 
cessful through continuous acts. 

If speculative monopolists are to be held re- 
sponsible in person to the laws against -such 
“clean-ups” as make success in burglary, it would 
be absurd to admit that the guilt of monopoly 
depends on an endless chain of absolutely unin- 
terrupted successes in crime. Each act of specu-| p 
lative monopoly, through which a “clean-up” has 
succeeded by robbing the public of its food values, 
is a distinct crime for which a distinct penalty 
ought to be imposed. After the first penalty of 
fix months in jail has been enforced, the monop- 
oly “clean-up” will be placed where it ought to be, 
in the same category with any other “overt act” 
of crime.

Tortured by the rack and thumbscrew of Mid- 
die Ages, men of the strongest will have con- 
fessed to crimes of which they were innocent. 
To obtain respite for anguished bodies, they 
have sworn desperately to deeds for which not 
only they, but others, eventually paid with their

One shrinks in horror from the thought of

'gally and even in the matter of real suffering, 


the latter-day third degree probably exceeds in 
refined cruelty the medieval torturers’ fiendish 
devices. 

The man of low intellectual power who is kept 
from sleep hour after hour, questioned inces- 
santly by minds of legal ingenuity, accused re- 
peatedly by stronger wills than his own, can be 
forced to subscribe to anything his torturers dic- 
tate. 

Evidence obtained under such conditions is 
worthless, or nearly 50, unless corroborated 
strongly. Juries rightly regard forced confes- 
sions with suspicion. . In more than a few cases 
they have acquitted prisoners where otherwise 
strong evidence was discredited by the introduc- 
tion of a “‘confession,’ shown to have been ob- 
tained by the so-called third degree, which the 
prisoner in court repudiated, as attested under 
duress. 

The third degree has no proper place in the 
criminal] justice of a civilized nation. It is @ 
relic of medieval barbarism. It should be, and 


wilt be, abolished.

Germany’s Waterways. 


To the Bditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The papers in comparing American river traf- 
fic and improvements with that of Germany in- 
variably omit the causes which have made the 
latter so superior to ours. 

In the first place, river {mprovements in Ger- 
many are almost entirely paid by direct tax im- 
posts on the boats operating thereon and the river 
yorts pay for their own harbor work. The bur- 
den its not so heavy as would appear, however, 
inasmuch as the railroads are owned by the sev- 
eral states and the methods of rate making are 
founded absolutely on a mileage basis, excepting 
on gaods for export and goods passing through 
from one foreign country to another. This pre- 
vents the roads from making rates to paralyze 
river traffic. 

In mapy cases goods are iioed by rail from 
point of origin, transhpped to river steamers and 
shipped by frail to destination, always to save 
freight charges, of course, 

There is a terminal charge and also a charge 
for handling, but they are universal and uniform, 
consequently no person suffers unjust discrimina- 
tion. 

This method was adopted on Feb. 13, 1877. Rate 
changes have been few, although the officials are 
compelled to meet at least once a year and usually 
meet three times annually to confer on the classi- 
fications and to hear complaints. 

The states and companies Nave voting power 
according to the mileage owned.

Two negroes who locked Edward J. 
Hayes in the icebox at his butcher shop, 
2685 Market street; Tuescay morning, 
robbed the place at their leisure, taking 
$110.35 from the cash register. 

Hayes had just opened the place for 
the day and had not yet raised the 
blinds at the front windows when a 
negro whom he knew entered and asked 
fc some meat. None of the stock had 
been taken out of the icebox and he 
went: into it to get what his customer 
demanded. This man had scarceiy been 
served and walked out when two other 
negroes entered. 

It was then 7:05..o’clock and the in- 
terior of the shop was dark. One of 
the newcomers asked for a certain kind 
of steak and Hayes re-entered the ice- 
box to get it. 

Immediately the negroes slammed the 
door shut. The icebox is a big affair, 
running.from the floor to the roof, and 
the walls are.so thick that no shouts 
of a man inside could be heard from 
the outside.

Ten minutes later, Mrs. Mary Driscol, 
3683 Market jstreet, entered the shop. She 
Was puzzled when she could not find the 
propriétor, although the front door was 
ajar and the drawer of the cash regis- 
ter Was open. Aftér standing around a 
minute or two she opened the door of 
the iéébox, which was fastened from the 
outside, and liberated the prisoner. 

In reporting the theft to the police 
Hayes* said he could identity the ne- 
groes.

Dec. 4—The 
body of a wofnan is an object of litiga- 
tion in Texas courts. 


C. W. Echols, 1002 Jarvis street, origi- 
nated the proceeding by filing a suit of 
sequestration for the body of his sister, 
Mrs. Wallace Palmer, held by the Fort 
Worth Medical College for dissection, 
and for $40,000 damages against the col- 
lege. 


The sequestration writ was issued, and 
when the medical college failed to ex- 
ercise its rights to replevin the body 
within 10 days, the plaintiff filed a bond 
of $200 and gained possession of the 
body, pending the judgment of the 
Court. 


Under the terms of the replevin bond, 
the person in possession of the body 
obligates himself to produce the “prop- 
erty’’ in. controversy in court when final 
judgment is rendered, in good condition, 
subject to the fulfillment of the Court’s 
decree. 

But the body of Mrs. ’almer was 
buried without objection from the col- 
lege, and if the suit is decided in’ the 
college’s favor, the bond of $200, alleged 
to be an amount equal to twice the 
value of the body, will be forfeited.

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Miss Charlotte M. Rumbold Declares Evil 
Comes From Outre Styles and Social Steps 
Should Be Taught in Public Schools 





The dance-hall problem is a girl ques- 
tion, in the opinion of Miss Charlotte 
M. Rumbold, secretary of the Publie 
Recreation Commission. 

“Men do not go to dance halls for 
the love of dancing, but they go because 
young women are there,” she told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “If the men 
had to dance among themselves they 
would not go.—That proves to me that 
the girl is the attraction at dance halls.’’ 

Miss Rumbold said that dancing is as 
\necessary to girls and young women as 
baseba!l is to boys.. She said it would 
be unjust to women to eliminate dancing. 
She recommends that dance halis be 
regulated and labeled for what they are, 
and that girls be taught how to temedy 
the existing conditions. 

“The enjoyment of dances by young 
women is Hke doing up their hair,’’ she 
declared. 

New Styles In Dancing. 

“The yvoung woman who puts an enor- 
mous bundle of superfluous ‘rats’ on 
the back of her head, and decorates it 
with a few hanging curls, does it be- 
cause it is the style. Girls dance the 
freak steps because others dance them 
and they are the popular style. 

“The solution is to not allow such 
styles as the turkey-trot, grizzly bear, 
todalo, walk-back, slow rag and a few 
others. That will take away the tempta- 
tion and eliminate the fascination for 


such steps.”’ 

Miss Rumbold is anxious to enter the 
field to aid in ‘regulating dance halls 
and other places of amusements if she 
is given authority to act. 

Resolution Is Pending. 

A bill which has been pending in the 
Municipal Assembly since last April will 
empower Miss Rumbold, as secretary of 
the Public Recreation Commission, to 
employ inspectors and gather evidence 
for the prosecution of violators of ordi- 
nances concerning amusement places, if 
it is ever passed.

Has Given Up Society. 

Miss Rumbold gave up the social en- 
joyments of a West End home to do 
social] settlement work. She has studied 
at Columbia,University, New York, and 
in Europe. She has traveled extensively 
and has studied sociology in foreign 
cities. Through her efforts many public 
playgrounds have been established in 
St. Louis. She personally supervises the 
amusements furnished for the young- 
sters and aids in creating a desire for 
healthful sports. 

“It is not because girls want to be 
bad that they go to dance halls,’’ she 
explained. “They go there because it 
gives them an opportunity to dance. 

“No girl objects to going to a dance 
hall because it is decent. She likes 
decency. She will go out of her way to 
go to a well-regulated dance hall if she 
can find it. 


Would Label Halls. 

“Therefore, I recommend that dance 
halls be labeled for what they are. Then 
the girls know what to expect when 
they go there, and the mothers will 
know to what kind of a place. their 
daughters are going. 

‘Young women set the code of man- 
ners at dance halls. When they go to 
places where the freak steps are al- 
lowed they think it is ‘smart’ to follow 
other girls. They are at an impres- 
sionable age when from 15 to 18 years 
old, and quickly follow the ‘styles.’ 
Then is when they are easily led into 
temptation, and a suggestive dance may 
be the first false step. 

“To teach girls what is pretty and 
delightful at this impressionable age I 


look. If they knew how aes Soe 
were their violations of taste 
would not set this hideous echapte | 
younger women and giris. :
